The Russians are very angry when they have to 
listen to these songs^and Ukrainians, especially §:tudents ? use to xxx 
ostantatiously sing them, in restaurants, in the street, on toeetings / o / ^ 
ato. 

Me "following slogans are being advanced now among Ukrainians^ and 
people in Kiev asked to use them also abroad:. 

"Bud' mol Shanjtymosyal Khay vony vyzdykhajut' " 

( Let us live! Let us respect ourselvesl Let them all perish!? 
Everyone knows that by "them" are meant Russian communist Oppressors ah 
their Ukrainian collaborators. 

3 . OVCHARENKO is not bad but he cannot do much under the 
circumstances, SKABA is emotive even now after his demotion. Prof. BRAY- 
CHEVSKYY'S dismissal from^joh &t the Kiev University was SKABA' S 
doing. 

k. PAVLYCHKO Dmytro was one of those who did not attack HONCHAR 
Oles at the party meeting and even somewhat defended him.

8. People in CSSR are somewhat unhappy the book by Chornovil 
has first appeared in Ukrainian, they would have preferred to have 
it first in some foreign language. 

Some have suggested ijr would be better not to publish any zakhalavna 
literature in Germany and the USA. 

People in the Ukraine stressed not to identify them and their writings 
with emigration's "politicam". 

They also asked to refrain from commenting on books and^worits by 
controversial authors to be published in the Ukraine and ascribing 
it to amigration's efforts, because i£ usually impedel^puSixcation 
process in Kiev, As an example they mentioned Vynnychenko ' s works.

They also use young people - boys and girls - with 
perfect knowledge of Ukrainian to approach t£mr 1 $ e a Q e st* 
to provoke them into political conversations which after a while start 
with complaints ^aint the regime aso. These young "activists" are 
particularly active in Kiev . They try to present themselves 
as non-conformist young wxitm students and artists. As a rule they 
make approaches in the street.
